Alberta Firsters 
ponder options 
to unseat 
Notley

Maverick political petitioner George Clark said Feb. 
5 he has more than 80,000 signatures on petitions 
seeking plebiscites to rescind Bill 6 and halt carbon 
tax legislation. 

He says the number is signilicant because Friends 
of Medicare collected 80,000 names on a petition to 
the Progressive Conservative government to stop the 
reintroduction of health-care premiums. 

Clark will take the two Albertans First petitions 
to the steps of the Alberta legislature on the first 
day of the spring sitting March 8, with busloads of 
supporters and a parade of 50 or more people on 
horseback. 

“I will determine in advance if Premier Rachel 
Notley will grant the plebiscites, and we will have 
either a celebration of participatory democracy if 
she says yes, or launch our next steps,” he said in an 
interview Feb. 5. 

He does not expect either the Notley government 
or Lt.-Gov. Lois Mitchell to grant the plebiscites, so 
he is planning further actions, including presenting 
the petitions to Queen Elizabeth II. 

He says he has found a mechanism to remove 
Premier Rachel Notley from office “legally and 
democratically” if she denies the petition request for 
a plebiscite, but he will not disc lose his plan. 

The government can be unseated if it refuses to 
participate in the plebiscite process, Clark said. 

“(Marc h 8) is the day we can take action to remove 
Notley from the premier’s office. Legally, peacefully 
and democratically if she denies our petitions for 
Plebiscites," Clark wrote in the tweet. 

“I’ll be making the announcement at 12:15 p.m., by 
12:30 we will be back in control of Alberta. Pass it on 
please & thanks," he wrote. 

He would not discuss talk by some of his petition 
signers of a plan to buy N DP memberships and dispose 
of Notley as disaffected small “c" conservatives got 
rid of Premier Alison Redford by voting against her 
in a leadership review. 

His Albertans First canvassers think they will have 
upwards of 250,000 names on the petitions, however 
Clark refuses to confirm that and says he will not set 
a bar to achieve that leaves him open to attack, if the 
number of signatures falls short. 

Clark travelled across Alberta in January to present 
his takeover plan at closed meetings of the 2,000 
volunteer canvassers circulating petitions asking Lt.- 
Gov. Lois Mitchell for plebiscites to rescind Bill 6 and 
stop carbon tax legislation. 

However, the plan to take over the NDP by 
purchasing the majority of memberships has been 
evolving among his supporters as his petitions 
gathered more canvassers and the canvassers 
gathered more names. 

“Ignored but determined petitioners can have a lot 
of say in riding associations of all parties across the 
provinces," Clark tweeted Dec. 22.

The Association of Professional Engineers and 
Geoscientists of Alberta (APEGA) has disciplined 
a member for his structural engineering services on 
the Heritage Crossing Condominium in Didsbury. 

At an APEGA hearing, Michael R. Richards, P. Eng. 
“freely and voluntarily admitted that his conduct 
constitutes unprofessional conduct," a report to the 
discipline committee approved Jan. 8 said. 

Morris Monk of Bowden-area Custom Homes by 
Ashbury Design Inc. started the project in 2009, 
hired Richards in 2010, fired him in Jan miry 2013 
and made the complaint to APEGA on Nov. 21,2013. 

The condominium was a 48-unit wood frame 
building, the first larger multi-family structure that 
Ashbury had taken on to build. The structure is still 
not completed. 

The APEGA order states that Monk alleges 
Richards misrepresented his experience and 
expertise on this type of project, that there were 


unreasonable delays in the provision of engineering 
designs, that Richards overdesigned the structure 
and that he failed in his duties as the co-ordinating 
registered professional for the project. 

The APEGA investigative committee ruled that 
Richards failed to “adequately inform” Ashbury as 
to the professional services required for the project. 

The committee also said that Richards should 
have done more to establish and monitor a strict 
schedule with Ashbury Design, which was required 
for a project of this nature. 

The discipline committee ordered Richards to 
provide APEGA with copies of his transcripts, 
certificates or diplomas to verify his knowledge of 
structural engineering, and a list of his projects that 
corroborate his knowledge and experience. 

He was also ordered to complete a project 
management course within a year. 

Monk said he is also suing Richards and may 
take APEGA to the Alberta ombudsman because 
he isn’t satisfied with the “slap on the wrist” it gave 
Richards.

Police are asking anyone who has transferred 
money to Thakkar to contact police at 43 Division 
at 416-808-4300.

First of all, in one column enter 
your salary and other sources of 
revenue. After this, list your absolute 
monthly expenses in the other 
column; these would include rent 
or mortgage payments, telephone, 
Internet, electricity, cable, insurance, 
bus pass, daycare and so on. Once 
this initial step is completed, you’ll 
be in a position to know exactly how 
much money you have left to spend on 
groceries, clothes or leisure activities. 

Lastly, draw up a list of your assets 
and liabilities. That means listing the 
value of what you already own — 
car, house, investments, RRSPs — and 
what you owe, such as various loans 
or credit card balances.

Beyond a 
quick fix

The economy of Alberta 
is beyond a quick fix. 

The latest symbol is the 
$2-billion (that's spelled with 
a "b") loss that Canada's 
largest energy company 
Suncor incurred in the 92 
days between Oct 1 and Dec. 


The factors that account 
for that gigantic loss, which 
has been experienced by 
every single exploration and 
production in the world, can't 
be arrested very quickly. 

It's beyond a fix by the 
provincial and federal governments. 

They can apply the bandage of infrastructure 
spending but that's not going to happen quickly. 

At best they can do no more harm. 

Trudeau the Second and St. Rachel sat down in 
Calgary last week with a table full of oilpatch tycoons, 
a meeting described as open and empathetic. 

But keep in mind that everyone at the table has at 
least a six-figure income, some seven figures, and job 
security. 

They have a different time frame for a solution than 
the 7.4 per cent of the Alberta workforce who are 
out of jobs, the 78,000 who have lost their jobs in 
the past year - 10,000 in December, the thousands 
more who sit on the razor's edge of unemployment or 
employment, and the 35,000 who have switched from 
full-time to part-time work. 

The economy of Alberta is not diverse. The wealth of 
the past decade was generated by the price of oil and 
gas and the volume of exports and sales. 

If all the opposition to oil and gas pipelines to 
tidewater magically disappeared overnight, it would 
take the better part of three years to build them. 
Even the Keystone pipeline link across the Canada- 
U.S. border, the most shovel- ready project, would 
take a year to complete after the U.S. inaugurates a 
new president next January who would authorize it. 
There is no prospect for a quick bounce in the world 
price of oil. None. 

The price-makers in Saudi Arabia have no reason to 
cut their production that swings the world price, even 
if Russia and OPEC cozy up, as has been speculated. 
The town's economy has two stable streams of 
income - agriculture and retirement pensions. 
Business that services farms or retired people have 
a cushion. 

Business that serves tourism can grow if Alberta 
captures the potential for bringing in new visitors. 

It will be known in the next 90 days how deep and 
how hard the recession of 2016 will hit and hurt 
Didsbury. 

The bad news is that there are commuters to the 
Calgary oil and gas head offices mid oil service 
company employees. 

It is good news that we have our share of other 
sources of business mid incomes. 

It is bad news that for younger Albertans this is the 
first time that the oilpatch has disappointed them. 
The good news is that we have a sense of community 
and will look out for one another. 

No question that the months ahead will test our 
character, ingenuity mid compassion as we figure out 
what the economic future will he mid where we will 
all fit into it.

Didsbury 
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Attempted robbery goes up in Flames 

Pregnant server stands her ground after realizing “sawed-off gun” was a BB gun

One night after staring down the 
man who attempted to rob Our Flames 
Restaurant and Lounge, server Megan 
Wood was back at work. 

She recounted what had happened 
at about 9:45 p.m. on Feb. 4, when 
the lone male suspect, wearing a blue 
hoodie and a mask covering the bottom 
half of his face, entered the lounge and 
approached the bar. 

"He held up a BB gun that was sawed 
off at the end to look more like a 
gun and told me to give him all of my 
money," Wood said. 

"I didn't hear him at first and I looked 
at him and was like, Excuse me, what 
did you say?'" 

Wood, 24 years old and from 
Didsbury, was the only server working 
at that point. She described the incident 
as surreal. In the six-and-a-half years 
she'd been working there, nothing of 
the sort had ever happened at the 
restaurant, located at the southwest 
comer of Highway 27 and 50 Avenue. 

She said the suspect then moved to 
the front of the bar, threw a backpack 
at her and demanded cash. 

At first, she thought the gun was real 
but soon realized otherwise. 

"Until he came around to the front of 
the bar and he set the gun on the bar. 
He set it down pointing it at me and 
the hole was about that big," she said, 
holding up three fingers so her thumb 
and index finger enclosed a space only 
a few millimetres wide. 

Wood, who is also six months 
pregnant, gave him nothing. 

"When I told him I didn't have any 
money, he said 'bullshit, you have 
VLTs.' And he swore a bunch at me

before he left," she said. "He was really 
agitated. He was really high-strung." 

The whole incident lasted about three 
minutes in front of approximately 10 to 
15 people, she said. 

During that time, restaurant owner 
Prokopi Roussakos was on the phone 
with police. 

Roussakos said the suspect appeared 
"dopey" and added that everybody in 


the lounge thought it was a friend of 
theirs playing a joke. 

He also lauded Wood's composure. 

"She held her ground really well," 
Roussakos said. 'Then it got to the 
point where he was swearing at the 
other customers. I think one of the 
customers told him to sit down or go 
home or something." 

Police from Olds and Didsbury 


arrived shortly but the suspect had 
fled. 

According to a press release 
from the RCMP, the suspect was 
described as Caucasian, slender 
build, approximately six feet tall and 
150 to 160 pounds. The mask he 
wore was black and white. From 
his view, Roussakos recalled a skull 
design. 

No security footage was captured 
because the lounge was undergoing 
renovatioas and the cameras were 
taken down. Roussakos said they're 
going back up and he's making sure 
nobody's working alone. 

"I'm glad everybody was safe too. 
At the same time, in this economy, 
you've got to keep your vigilance up." 

Wood wasn't sure why the suspect 
targeted the restaurant. 

"Maybe because it was open late. 
Maybe he thought that 1 would be 
here alone and he could scare me 
enough that 1 would give him the 
money."

authority to change 
those speed limits. 

He said residents 
asked council if the resi¬ 
dential speed limit in 
town could be reduced 
to 30 km/h bust year. 

“We measured most 
of the traffic .areas and 
found that for the most 
part people were doing 
around the 40-kilometre 
mark. There was very 
few hitting the 50 kilo¬ 
metres in the residential 
areas,” said McDonnell. 

“It was looked at 
for 30 kilometres and 
thought that that may be 
too slow, but at 40 kilo¬ 
metres that might be the 
right balance,” he said. 

In some communities, 
the speed limit is 30 
km/h in some areas and 
40 km/h in others. 

McDonnell said town 
officials would standard¬ 
ize one speed limit in all 
residential areas in town 
so it doesn’t get confus¬ 


ing for drivers. 

“Maintaining it at 50 
kilometres might be 
high because typically, 
you know, it’s pretty 
much an unwritten rule 
that people know that 
you can usually do up to 
10 kilometres over the 
speed limit,” he said. 

“If our speed limit is 
50 kilometres and some¬ 
one’s doing 55, not too 
many judges are going to 
uphold a speeding ticket 
for five kilometres over 
the speed limit. So by 
going to 40 kilometres, 
people could still get a 
ticket, but it gives a little 
bit of a buffer in there." 

Town officials are 
hoping to gather feed¬ 
back from residents and 
present it to council in 
April. McDonnell said 
the change would likely 
come into effect in May 
so people could at (just 
to the new speed limit 
before summer.
